The price of 2708 PROMs (used in the BYTESAVER) has dropped sharply 
in the last month. 


The retail price for the 2708 PROM from Cromemco is now $50 (down 
from $75). 


BYTESAVERS ordered with the BYTEMOVER program in PROM will be sup- 
plied with BYTEMOVER in a 2708 PROM for the same price previously 
charged with the 2704 PROM ($195 kit; $295 assembled). 


We intend to phase out the 2704 PROM completely. While our supply 
lasts, the retail price for the 2704 PROM from Cromemco is $25 
(down from $50).

USING THE BYTESAVER AT 4 MHZ. While most people find that their 
BYTESAVER works fine at 4 MHz with our Z-80 CPU card, we are now 
recommending changes in the values of several parts. These 
changes will increase operating margins at this higher speed. 


There are four specific changes: 


(1) Change IC9 from a 74LS04 to a 74L04. 

(2) Change IC10 from a 74LS10 to a 7410. 

(3) Change C20 from 220 pF to 150 pF. 

(4) Change each of the eight 18K resistors located in the 
row just above the PROM sockets from 18K to 4.7K. 


When using the BYTESAVER at 4 MHz, be sure also to install the 
WAIT jumper as shown on the BYTESAVER PC board. 


None of the above changes are required when using the BYTESAVER 
at a 2 MHz speed.
